ARMORED BATTLESHIP

Experts Say That Feat of Cur- 
tiss Shows That Aeroplane 
Can Wreck the Fleets of the 
World --- The Mock ‘‘Bombs” 
Were Dropped With Great 
Accuracy by Curtiss. 


Atlantic City, N. J., July 12.—Glenn 
H. Curtiss tossed oranges as mimic 
bombs within three feet of the docks 
of the yacht John DB. Mehrer II., usei 
in place of a battleship, during ths 
sham-battle arranged this afternoon 
to demonstrate the utility of aero- 
planesein coast defense. he mock 
“bombs” were dropped from a height 
of about 300 feet and Curtiss pur- 
posely failed to strike the deck of the 
yacht for fear of injuring the of- 
ficials and passengers gathered On 
her decks. 

Could Wreck Any Warship. 

Visiting experts agreed that the ex- 
periments showed that a fleet of aero- 
planes armed with bombs of high ex- 
plosive power could wreck any war- 
ship before guns could be trained on 
them. 

The Mehrer was offered as a mark 
for the trials, after government of- 
ficlalzs had refused to assign a gun- 
boat which woul@d have been armed 
with cameras mounted on the gun- 
sights to photograph the ‘hits’ made 
when the guns were fired at the aero- 
planes. 

Curtis was fiying about 45 miles an 
hour when he dropped the “bombs” 
and officials on the deck of the yacht 
said that he was within an accurate 
distance for rifle fire less than a haif 
minute. 

Armored Battleship Doomed. 

Colonel! Willlam Allen Jones, re- 
tired, formerly of the United States 
engineer corps, who is an advocate of 
aeroplanes for coast defense, stated 
‘after the trials his belief that the air 
machine has proved its efficiency. 

“The armored battleship is ap- 
proaching its last days as an engine 
of attack against a city or country 
Buarded by areoplanes,” he said. 

“Glenn Curtiss, Or any other expert 
aviator, could drop high explosives on 
the decks or down the funnels of a 
warship as easily as Curtiss todav 
tossed Oranges within a few feet of 
the yacht.

Walter Brookins’ last flight here t>- 
day was sensational, the adept driver 
Bliding his machine toward the oceaz 
until its runners were submerged in 
a breaker. He glided to the beach 
safely. 

Today's flight ended the meet. The 
prizes of $5,000 each were presented to 
Brookins for breaking the altitude 
record and Curtiss for establishing 
fifty-mile American record over the sea 
course yesterday.

MAYOR VETOES 
SALARY. RAISE 


He Will Disapprove the 
Measure Today. 


Resolution for Charter Amend- 


ment, Allowing Raise in Sala- 
| vies of Council Membera, Will 
Meet Defeat When Mayor 
Maddox Acts Upon It. 


The resolution adopted by council 
calling for a city charter amendment 
to inmerease the salaries of council 
members from $300 to $600 a year is a 
“dead cock in the pit.” It will be kill- 
ed by his honor, Mayor Rebert F. 
Maddox, this morning when he acts 
upon the paper. 

Mayor Maddox stated yesterday: 

“The paper has not yet come to my 


desk. It will probably do so Wednes- 
day morning. Just as soon as I reach 
it I will veto it.” 

That ends it. ae 
, The mayor will assign as his reasons 
that the resolution was adopted by 
counct! at a special session when a 
bare quorum was present, and when 
twelve of the thirty members were 
absent; that the vote was 10 to 8, not 
4s many members voting for it as were 
absent; that the same paper was 
previously voted upon when nearly 4 
full council was present and was voted 
down: that it might be unwise to make 
such qa salary raise when the city is 
needing money in every department; 
that such a raise of salaries could not 
prove beneficial to the interests of the 
city, and might prove harmful. 

Was Sprung Suddenly. 

It will be remembered that at the 
special session last Friday the resolu- 
tion calling for a charter amendment 
allowing an increase in.the salaries of 
council members was suddenly sprung, 
and passed. Only eighteen of the 
thirty members were present, and the 
resolution was adopted by a vote of 
10 to 8. 

There will be no attempt to pass the 
measure over the mayor's veto, .it is 
said, for two very good reasons—one, 
because there will not now be suffi- 
client time to get the matter before the 
state legislature, and the other because 
the votes will be lacking. 

Thus there will be no salary raise for 
council members this year.

Marietta Street Citizens 


Are Enthusiastic. 


Owners of 2,740 Out of 3,850 
Feet of the North Side Prop- 
erty Have Already Agreed 
to Give the Necessary Ten 


Feet of Land. 


the enthuslasm shown at the 
meeting of Marietta street property 
owners, held yesterday afternoon in 
the Chamber of Commerce rooms, the 
proposed plan of widening Marietta 
street, from Tabernacle place to North 
avenue, seems certain to be brought to 
a successful termination. 

It has been proposed that the 10 
feet necessary for widening the street 
be taken from the property on the 
north side, and that the property own- 
ers on the south side pay for the. cost 
of moving and remodeling the build- 
ings on the north side affected by the 


change. 

Owners of 2,740 feet of the 3,850 feet 
cf north side property so affected have 
atready signified their willingness to 
sacrifice 10 feet from the fronts of their 
lots. Owners of preperty on the south 
side of the street who were present at 
the meeting made'no objeetion to the 
part they were to play in the ameliora- 
tion of tne neighborhood. 

Shortly after: the opening of the 
meeting W/ T. Winn, councilman from 
the sixth ward, was made permanent 
chairman, and Victor R. Smith made 
permanent secretary. Captain R. ™i 
Clayton, city engineer, read a report 
v-hich showed that the cost of effecting 
the complete. change in the street, 
making it 42 feet trom curb to curb, 
with 9-foot sidewalks, would amount 
to $26,685. This includes the cost of 
paving and other amounts which will 

all probabMity.be defrayed by the 
city. 
The question as to what plan should 
be used for the assessment of the 
south side owners caused considerable 
discussion. It was shown that assess-~ 
ment, according to frontage. weuld 
amount to abou: $7 per front foot, 
while assessment according to area 
would amount to about 8 cents per 
square foot. After both these propo- 
sitions and a third plan to combine 
them had been discussed, the matter 
was left undecided, although it is 
probable that the front foot basis of 
assessment would be adopted. 

Although a proposition to widen Ma- 
rietta street 20 feet instead of only 
10 feet was favorably received by the 
majority present, it was finally con- 
ceded that such a plan could not be 
carried out successfully. 

Two sets of papers, which had been 
drawn up by the city attorney. one 
set for the north and other for the 
south side, were then read and discuss- 
ed. As some minor changes were nec- 
essary in the papers affecting the 
south side, they were not signed. The 
papers affecting the north side, how- 
ever were signed by al! th® north side 
property owners who had not been 
called from the meeting. Those who 
affixed their signatures were Victor 
R. Smith. A. S. Taylor. L. J. Massell,

Houseof CommonsLeans 


to Woman Suffrage. 


Bill Giving Parliamentary Fran- 
chise to Women Passes Sec- 
ond Reading by Majority of 
109---Premier Asquith Stout- 
ly Opposed the Bill. 


London, July 12.—The house of com- 
mons by a vote of 299 to 190 tonight 
passed the second reading of the wom- 
en's suffrage bill, for which David 
James Shackleton, labor member from 
the Clitheroe division of Lancashire, is 
the sponsor. The bill provides for the 
granting of the parliamentary fran- 
chise to women who are possessed of 
the property qualification and who 
already exercise the franchise in mu- 
nicipal elections. 

The unexpectedly large majority of 
109 gives an important impetus to 
women’s suffrage, but many obstacles 
must yet be overcome before the prin- 
ciple is legaiized by the necessary 
majority of 145. 

The house subsequently referred 
the bill to committee of whole, 
which means that the bill be 
shelved until next year. 

The interesting debate showed that 
many men, including Winston Spen- 
cer Churchill, secretary for home af- 
fairs, and A. J. Balfour, leader of the 
opposition in the commons, who fav- 
ored the principle of women’s suffrage, 
objected to the present bill and con- 
tended thai the whole country must 
pronounce unreservedly in favor of 
women voting before parliament sanc- 
tioned such a change in the constitu- 
tion. 

Premier Asquith, in a strong speech 
against the bill, declared that if wo- 
men had a vote they must inevitably 
have s2?a%s in parliament and might 
teke the speaker's chair or sit in the 
cabinet. 

Mr. Balfour contested this view. He 
said it was not government by consent 
to exclude a large class of the com- 
munity from voting. 

Chancellor Lioyd George, as a strong 
supporter of women's suffrage, said 
that if the supporters of the bill would 
promise to reintroduce the bill in an 
acceptable form he would support it. : 
Austen Chamberlain opposed women's 
suffrage in any shape or form.

JAPAN AND RUSSIA 
PLEDUED 10 PLAC 


Text of the New Treaty 
Is Made Public. 


Both Nations Pledged to Peace 
in the Far East and to Friend- 
ly Cooperation in Developing 
the Railway Lines in Man- 
churia. 


Washington, July 12.—The text. of 
the long-heralded convention between 
Japan and Russia, signed July 4 at 
St. Petersburg, was made public to- 
night. It one of the shortest im- 
portant treaties of modern times, being 
just 237 words in length. It follows: 


“The imperial government of Japan 
and the imperial government of Rus- 
Sia, sincerely attached to the princi- 
Ples established by the convention, 
concluded between them. on the 17th 
of July, 1907, and desirous to develop 
the effects of that convention with a 
view of the continuation of peace in 
the extreme east, having agreed to com- 
plete the said arrangement by the 
following provisions: = ty — i 

“Article 1. With the object of faclil- 
itating communication and developing 
the commerce of nations, the two high 
contracting parties mutually engage to 
lend each other their friendly coop- 
eration wfth a view to the. ameliora- 
tion ‘of tReir respective railway lines 
in Manchuria and the itmprovement of 
the connecting service of said rail- 
“wave And to ahstain from all compe- 
tition prejudtcial to the realization of 
this obtect 
“Article 2 Mach of the high con- 
tracting parties engages to maintain 
and respect the status quo in Man- 
churia resulting from the treaties, con- 
ventions and other arrangements in- 
cluded up to this day between Japan 
and Russia, or between either of these 
two powers and China. Copies of the 
aforesaid arrangements have heen 
exchanged between Japan and Russia. 

“Article 3. In case that any event 
arises of a nature to menace. the 
status quo above mentioned, the two 
high contracting parties shall in each 
case enter into communication with 
each other. in order to arrive at an 
understanding as to the measures they 
may judge it necessary to take for the 
maintenance of the said status quo.” 

The convention has been presented 
to the state department by both the 
Ruesian and the Japanese ambassa- 
dors. The notes of transmission were 
f&lmost as interesting as the agréement 
itself. | ‘ 

Baron Rosen,’ fhe Russian ambdassa- 
dor, stated in his note that he was in- 
structed, in making the communica- 
tion, to express fully to the secretary 
of state the hope that he would find 
‘$n the convention, which was described 
as reaffirming Russia's peaceful rela- 
tion with Japan, and as being directed 
neither against the interests of China 
nor those of any power, a new pledge 
of stability and general peace in the 
far east. 

Ambassador Uchida, of Japan, in his 
communication to the secretary of 
state, said he was instructed to make 
corresponding representations.

Col. Roosevelt has made it clear 
that he will fight for the direct nom- 
inations bill and J. A. Wadsworth, 
speaker of the state assembly, said 
with frankness when he called on 
Colonel Roosevelt in New York today, 
that this bill was the one thing which 
loomed up as. a rock in the smooth 
seas ahead, as he was pleased to paint 
the picture. , 


The speaker said with a ‘droad #rni1¢; 


that his position was unchanged and 
that so far as he was concerned there 
would be no “sacrifice of principle.” 

When Col. Roosevelt came out of his 
office a little later he said: 

“I talked politics with the speaker.

Rolls, third son of Lord 
Llangatterk, was dashed to almost in- 
stant death today when the Wright 
biplane, in which he was flying, fel! 
suddenly with terrific speed from a 
height of 100 feet, the tragedy bring- 
ing to a close for the day the first fly- 
ing tournament of the year in Eng- 
land. He was considered the most dar- 
ing and popular of British aviators. 

The accident was witnessed by a 
large crowd, many of whom were per- 
sonal friends of the young aviator. 
The biplane struck the ground close to 
the crowded grandstand, smashed into 
& tangled mass, and~“before the doctors 
and their assistants could reach the 
Spot Rolls was dead. 

Tailpiece of Biplane Broke. 


The event in which Rolls was com- 
peting was for a prize for the aviator 
alighting-nearest a given mark. The 
gcal was directly in front of the 
grandstand, where the spectators were 
massed. He had risen to a good height. 
then shut off his motor and was giid- 
ing in a broad circle toward the mark. 
Without warning the tailpiece of the 
biplane snapped off. The machine gave 
a sudden lurch, and the frame work 
crumpled up in the air. When it struck 
the ground it was smashed to splinters. 
The doctors found that Rolls had sus- 
iained a fractured skull. The wreck 
of the machine and twisted stays sur- 
rounded the body so that there was 
difficulty in extricating him. 

Immediately after the result of Rolls’ 
accident was known thg committ:e 
onnounced that flying would be sus- 
pended for the day.

Captain the Hon. Charles Stewart 
Rolls was 33 years old and was one of 
the most popular young  atl-round 
sportsmen in England. At bal- 
looning, motoring and later in the 
fleid of aviation he had distinguishe 
himself by his utter fearlessness and 
was satisfied with nothing short of 
record-breaking in whatever line of 
sport he took to. 

Undoubtedly his crowning feat was his 
round trip across the channe] between 
Dover and Calais ina Wright biplane 
on June 2 last. Two Frenchmen, Louls 
Bleriot and Count de Lesseps, already 
had crossed the channel, and Hubert 
Latham had almost succeeded. Chan- 
nel fiying was at a discount in Eng- 
land because it was considered an old 
story and also because nationa)] pride 
suffered from the monopoly of it by 
Frenchmen, when Rolls electrificd the 
entire kingdom by doubling the ac- 
complishments of his predecessors. The 
distance between Dover and Calais ts 
21 miles and when Rolls did the round 
trip of 42 miles in 90 minutes without 
stopping, his performance was marvel!- 
ous, both for distance and time.

With the admission of 
Arizona and New Mexico there are now 
forty-eight states in the union, and 
three-fourths of this number are re- 
quired to ratify the amendment.

G. J. S. Walker, of Brollard, Tex., writes The Constitution in- 
quiring what Georgia peach-growers are getting for their product 
and complaining of the abnormally low rate Texas fruit is bringing. 

Texas, he ‘says, is getting 38 cents a crate of four baskets. 

The Georgia Fruit Exchange markets tn the neighborhood of go 
per cent of the crop in Georgia. 

On July 11 the exchange marketed 54 cars of peaches, over so 
wide a range as that represented by Chicago, Detroit, St. Louis, New 
York, Boston, Cleveland, Philadelphia, Providence, Springfield, 
Mass.; Newark, New Haven, Waterbury, Conn.; Buffalo, Baltimore, 
Pittsburg, Troy and Cincinnati. 

The lowest price was 43 cents a crate, for very poor peaches, at 
,oston. The highest price was $1.17 per crate, at Buffalo. 

A conservative average of the 54 cars would strike in the vicinity 
of 85 cents a crate. 

That price 1s phenomenally high when allowance is made for 
three extremely important factors: | 

1—The fact that the early varieties, now being marketed, show 
a yield of about 600 cars more than the early varieties of the bumper 
crop of 1908. 

2—The continued rains that have radically lowered the grade 
of the early varieties. 

3—The fact that Georgia packs six, Texas only four, baskets to 
the crate. |

The plan is to transplant the museum from ite present loca- 
tion, in the state house, to a handsome building in the center of town, 
so that it will be most accessible for the thousands of state and out- 
of-state visitors naturally intereaged in Georgia's assets. 

Dr. S. W. McCallie, state geologist and curator of the museum, 
says that while thousands visit the museum at its present site, there 
can be no question that the relative inaccessibility of the latter mili- 
tates against the resources of the state securing the percentage of 
advertising to which they are entitled. 

Commenting on the practical value and function of the museum 
recently, he said: 


Such an institution is the very best medium possible for the adver- 


tisement of a state’s resources and the education of the people. As a 


permanent investment, it is one of the best possible for a state to make, 
as it will, in a short time, moré than pay for ite original outlay in the 
upbuilding and development of the state. 

There can be no question regarding the permanent value of the 
investment represented in a well-kept and regulated state museum. 
As Dr. McCallie says, the present one, while excellent, could be 
trebled or quadrupled:in scope with splendid effect upon opportuni- 
ties for that sort of publicity that pays a state. 

With Georgia’s business men striving diligently to bring the 
inducements of this state effectually into the nation’s eye, the plan 
to broaden the scope and improve the. location of the state museum

New York, July 12.—Stocks suffer- 
ed reaction in today’s market after 
rising. in the early dealing, to about 
the high level rebound in progress for 
several days. The movement was not 
accompanied by any notable change in 
conditions. but there was a distinct 
decrease in demand at the higher lev- 
els incident to the reduction of the 
short interest and the disinclination of 
buyers of a more substantial kind to 
follow the rise in prices in face of the 
uncertain views of conditions indi- 
cated by the six months of falling 
prices or ctoks.

effect on the general list, but the es- 
tablishment of a downward tendency 
in the price movement revived some 
feeling of disquiet over the general 
business situation. The tone of a 
statement, said to have been issued 
on behalf of the German foreign office 
regarding diplomatic relations in Cen- 
tral and South America, was the de- 
cisive influence in shaping the later 
movement of stock prices. The fall 
in prices of copper metal to new low 
levels for several years past in Lon- 
don and reports of price concessions 
in the New York copper market put 
a bad face on the situation in that in- 
dustry, and on the earning prospects 
of companies concerned in the mining 
and sale of the metal. The arguments 
were used with force in the specu- 
lative movement against Amalgamated 
Copper, owing to the relatively high 
level at which the stock is selling in 
proportion to the dividend return com- 
pared with other securities, even of 
the established railroad class. De- 
velopment of new copper properties 
and the declining rate of the cost of 
production for some of them are used, 
also to influence the speculation in 
Amalgamated Copper. Today’s course 
of the copper market gave added effect

“Yery unfavorable weather condl- 
tions; poor cultivation; very smajl 
growth; no fruit; plant very small any 
cultivation backward on account of the 
excessive rains. With favorable 
weather from now on,'the crop will be 
80 per cent of last year's.” 

The average statement as to the date 
of maturity by comparison Is that the 
crop will be three weeks late. There 
is general complaint in this state.
